to a certain Baſtion, on which were 
-mounted ſix old Iron Guns, of which

'where the Portugueſe keep a Garriſon, 
but the Soldiers are fitter to be pitty'd 
than fear'd. 

F. Tachard askt them news of the

Every one will juſtly wonder, that 
the {lame fruit ſhould yeild both mheat 
and drink, yet ſuch is tho.

found it good. 
It is ſtock'd with different ſorts of 
Inſects ; amongſt rhe reſt there's one 
very little Annimal which ſeems to be 
all legs, very remarkable by their 
various colours, and a pretty ſhell 
on their backs. There's another 
creature of the ſhape of a ſerpent, 
which I have often heard cry diſtinly 
in the trees; 7ocquets, ſo being igno- 
rantof its other Qualities, we call'd it 
by that name,as none of us ſaw anyFal- 
low Deer while we were here, I belicye 
the place is ſcarce fit for them, and 
much leſs for the habitations of mcn, 
for I believe ir never was inhabited.

This evening three floops having 
obſerv'd our ſhip, we enter'd by the 
favour of the tide, amongſt the reſt, 
where we anchor'd within musket 
ſhot of two lands ; we debarkt five or 
ſix ſick men on the little Iſland, and 
built rwo Tents for them on a lovely 
and, ſpacious plain, that.preſents it ſelf 
to our ſightat landing. We lay 8 days 
there, feaſting on Veniſon, and Wild- 
boar, .and.very large 7ortoyſes, which 
we took. on the Ile of Diamonds, with 
- which the whole. Company feaſted 
_ themſelves twice a day, for all had 
free leave to go a ſhoar, not excepting.

drove our ſloops a matter of 7 or 8

treamly through hunger and thirſt; 
having. had no proviſions with

They could give us no account of 
the ffch, which was Monſicur Nez-. 
feville ; | heard this ſad news a ſhoar, 
which troubled me the more, becauſe 
there was a Lieutenant my very good 
friend aboard; we gave them for loſt, 
bur it pleas'd God, almoſt by a mira- 
cle, to reſtore 'em ſafe, about rwo days 
after, in which there were 25 | men, 
ſo ſpent with toil and hunger, that

dition, knowing not what to do, we 
adreſt our ſelves to God; and took. 

_ obſervations of the Sun; Steering our 
courſe by it. Sa after much labour 
and fatigue, and bzating about from 
four in the morning to 4 in the even- 
ing, we at length diſcover'd the plain 
in which our Companions were en- 
camp'd ; from whence we went to our 
rent, rejoycing that we were not 
oblieg'd to lie in* the woods, that 
night. 

- Theſe two Ifles differ bur little, fave 
only this, that rhe greateſt, nou- 
riſhes a great many Tygers, and greater 
variety of ſtrange creaturs then the 
leſs, where the conveniency of water, 
and the beautiful walks renders it 
very happy and prop:r for human 
habitation. The Hunters had ſo di- 
{turb'd theſe wild Inhabitants,that rhe 
Oxen, whoſe calves, they every day 
kill d; became fo furious, that the 
Femals ran at all they met. 

A Captain of the Marines belonging 
to the Bird, being a hunting with 2 
| 7 others 
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others; was ſet upon by one of theſe 
creaturs; ſhe broke his leg, and tore 
out his bowels, while he was climb- 
ing up a tree to ſave himſelf; this 
ſpeQacle ſo frighten'd his companions, 
ha inſtead of ſhooting at her, they 
- fledand left him expos'd to her fury ; 
but however they went back after- 
wards and took him up half dead; 

bringing him to the Tent; whom we 
_ wereobliegd to leave at Porntichery, 
his wounds and bruiſes, not permit- 
ting him to return to France.

V Hile we were taking in Water, 


and Wood, and other Ne- 


ccllaries for our departure, WC ſaw a 
Veſlel 
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Veſlel anchoring half a League off from 
the Diamond; Monſieur Duqueſne tak- 
ing notice of it, ſent the Lyon after 
her';; who found ſhe was a Portugze/e 
ketch, that came to take {ſome 
Torroiſes before ſhe went to Pegu; 
the Dragon joyn'd her a little after, 
ſo theſe rwo Frigats lay cruiſing out 
till the twelfth of November, when we 
ſail'd out from between the two Iſles 
of Negraile, to be the readier to fail 
when the wind ſhould preſent. 

We had no ſooner anchor'd again 
over againſt the Diamond, but Mon- 
fieur Duqueſne ſent for the Captain of 
the ketch aboard ; he was a Gemoeſe 
by nation, and 'twas from him we 
underſtood rhe enemy reported they 
had kill'd two hundred of us in the 
fight * cff' Madras; | and fourſcore 


of our Officers, of whom were Mon- 


Geur Duqueſne himſelf, and Father Tach- 
ard; whom we buried in the night at 
St. Thomas's ; we were not a little ſur- 
priz'd at this news, for what likeli- 
hood was there of Father Tachards 


being kil'd, who all the time of* the 


fight was in the hold, and ſo could 
not be loſt, unleſs the ſhip ſunk; and

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how- was it poſſible, for us to loſe. 
fourſcore Officers out of thirty, which ' 
was the whole number we broughc 
out of France.

However a report attended with 
ſuch particulars, did not fail to gain 
belief ' every where ; and they man- 
2pd it ſo, that at Ponticheri it paſt 
for'a certain, truth; and all along the | 
coaſt, none knevy the contrary, bur 
themſelves ; vvho vvere ſo far from be- 
lieving it, that they could not con- 
ceal that they were more afraid of us 
than ever; the beſt part of them re- 
moving with their beſt effects from 
Madras, for fear we ſhould return and 
make a deſcent : And this did not look 
like the ſecurity, "and -triumph af 
Victors. WE 
Yertthis boaſted Victory, ſerv'd till 
our return, to conceal the diſgrace of 
having eleven large ſhips, under the 
protection of a Fort, inſulred by a 
Squadron of ſix; I can't imagin 
what people will chink of them, when 
they ſee Monſieur D»que/ne reviv'd 


pain, and rhe fouricore Officers rais'd 
rom the dead: and our whole Com- 


. pany 
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pany as Compleat as before, except- 
ing only four that were kil'd. 

Tueſday the fourteenth of Novemter, 
having taken about fourlcore 7ortoiſes, 
we fſail'd for Balazor. That day a . 
Seaman of Provence deſerted us, who 
enrag'd, becauſe he could nor revenge 
himſelf for ſome hard uſage he thought 
he had receiv'd from his Officers, re- 
main'd at the great Iſle of Negrai/le ; 
whither we had ſent the ſloop in the 
morning to look for our men that had 
been a hunting ſince the day betore ; 
without taking any other proviſion, 
bur a little Rack and ſome Bijcuzt in 
his Pocket, a hatcher, and three great 
nails; in all probability to make a 
Cartamaron with, in which by the 
favour of the tide, he might gain the 
Country of Pegu, which was but 
four Leagues diſtant. 

Scarce had weloſt ſight of Negraile, 
bur the little wind we had, turn'd into 
a downright calm; which laſted a long 
while, and was'very Tireſom by rea- 
lon of the violent heats, and a malig- 
nant. Fever that began to ſpread 
amongſt the Seamen; which we with 
reaſnn attributed ro the extraordinary

Their Bow 1s made of a Cane, re- 
ſembling that which we call a Bamboo, 
That which they make - uſe of tor the 
String, is another ſort of Wood, very , 


curiouſly fitted up for that purpoſe. 


They are fo dextrous in ſhooting out 
of Bows, that at fifty Yards diſtance 
they*ll hit a Mark, the breadth of a 
Crown piece, They march without a- 
ny order of. Diſcipline, even in the E- 
nemies Country. The Gurrior's excite 
them to Battel by the ſound of their 
Inſtruments. 
As ſoon as they are within ſhot, the 
Infantry diſcharge their Arrows, and 
the Horſe caſt their Javelins. This | 
iſcharge is follow'd with blows of 
Zagayes. They ſpare their Enemies as 
much as poſſible, that they may make 
the more Slaves; from which their Per- 


ſons of Quality are not exempted. And 
as they are naked and expert in the 
uſing their Bows, &c. their Wars arc 


always 
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always very Bloody. They are very 
rclolute, and had rather loſe their Lives, 
that be guilty of the leaſt Cowardice. 
The deſpight that is ſhow'd to a Cow- 
ard amongſt them, and the tcar' of 1o- 
ſing their Liberty, docs very much aug- 
ment their Courage. 


Their firſt ſhock Leing over, they 
often renew it again for two or threc 
Days together ; atterwards ſend a Ma- 
rabju ot each ſide to treat of a Peace. 
When they have agreed on the Con- 
ditions, they ſwear upon the A/coran, 
and by Mahomet, to the obſerving 
them ; tho? they know very little ot 
the one or the other. The Priſoners 
on either ſide receive no Benefit of the 
Treaty , but continue Slaves as if the 
War was eternal.

' On the fame River, abous five'Leagues 
higher , 'is the Town of Geva ; the 
greateſt part 1s potſeſſed by the Portis 
ueſe and Gournets, Which'is encompaſs'd 
with Pallaſadoes. 


They have a Pariſh-Church, a Cu- 


rate, and a Captain who commands 


them, and 'is dependent on the Gover- 
nor of Cacheau : Tne adjacent Places 
are inhabited by the Negro Biaffares 
moſt of the Portugeſe have Barks in the 
Port, in which they trade to Serlzenne, 
with a fort of Fruit cald Cocters, which 
both in thape and taſte reſembles the 
Marous of India; they are both white 
and red, for which they drive a great 
trade, eſpecially with the Braffares and 
Mandingues. They allo ſend their Barks 
to trade with the Bizagot Negroes on 
the River Nounne tor Elephants Teeth, 
&c. Indigo in the Leat, which they dic 
their Cloaths with. 


| The Barks can go no higher than 
Goree; but their Cannoo's will go up 
ſeveral little Rivers of ſmall note. Jult
